Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: (a) Examiner indicated: the "off-radial relief angle" mentioned in 
Claims 1 1 and 1 6 of the proposed amendment faxed 1/24/05 is not well defined in the specification, (b) Applicant 
argued that Maier'232 does not teach a milling cutter. In response, Examiner indicated that the reference can implicitly 
or explicitly teach a milling cutter since the title addressing "drill bit or end mill with grooved flutes". However, he will 
double check the reference and clarify that in the official response, (c) Aplicant further indicated that an official 
response or proposed amendment will follow . 
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
